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Calls to curb ‘iceberg extensions’

Residents who want to add space and value to 
their homes by digging below their property 
could soon have to apply for planning 
permission before doing so. 

Town hall chiefs fear more house owners 
digging down below their homes to add 
basement extensions is causing disturbances 
for neighbours and overcrowding. 

Hammersmith & Fulham council wants to 
hear whether families in the borough would 
like to slow down the process after the 
number of “iceberg extensions” more than 
doubled there in five years. 

The borough already has one of the highest 
number of planning applications in London 
and this would vastly increase the number it 
has to process. 

The figures show automatic permission for 
basement planning rose from 378 in 2010 to 
826 in 2015 or 118.5 per cent. 

Neighbouring Kensington and Chelsea bor¬ 
ough’s saw a rise of 3.3 per cent from 182 in 
2010 to 188 five years later. But the borough 
became the first authority in the country to 
introduce tight restrictions on basement 
developments with more than one storey in 
January 2015. 

Extensions several floors below the ground 
level have become increasingly popular in 


expensive neighbourhoods as residents try to 
increase their living space and increase the 
prices their homes can fetch. Some have built 
private cinemas, spas and swimming pools 
below their exiting homes. 

And currently they do not have to seek 
planning permission, which can delay 
building work for several months. But some 
neighbours have complained about dust and 
noise and the undermining of their property. 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan promised to 
tackle the problem of basement extensions 
during his election campaign last year. 

He said: “The growth of super basements 
has been damaging for communities in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham and across London. 

“They cause disruption, noise and 
annoyance for thousands of Londoners, 
blighting neighbourhoods for months. 

“People have also expressed concerns 
about the impact on mega-basements on the 
foundations of surrounding buildings.” 

Locals’ views are also being sought on the 
fact property owners can convert offices to 
homes under the current rules. This is 
another by-law which planners want to hear 
people’s views on. 

A Hammersmith & Fulham council 
statement said: “Some say developers 
digging-up and extending of basements can 
cause noise nuisance, and disruption to a 
local area, as well as dramatically increasing 


population density. Others believe this gives 
extra freedom to developers, and can give 
homeowners more scope for expansion 
without council involvement. 

“A similar law also allows developers to 
convert office space and light industrial 
premises into residential accommodation 
without asking the planners. 

“Again, there are those who see scarce 
office space as being vital to the creation of 
local jobs: with too many properties being 
transformed into luxury residences, and 
existing examples in need of protection. 

“ While others believe that less council 
involvement can be beneficial to the area, by 
allowing more freedom of development. 

“The council could choose to do something 
about these issues. Following the 
introduction of the Country Planning 
(General Permitted Development) (England) 
Order 2015 we can use what is known as 
Article 4 Directions to require all developers 
and individuals to apply for permission 
before pressing ahead with such plans. 

“Would you like the council to be more 
strict with developers? Or should we allow 
these types of projects to continue without 
getting involved?” 

The deadline for comments is 5pm on June 
6. Then the Government will make a legally 
binding decision which will apply across the 
whole borough from 26 April 2018.

A sensory garden at the 2017 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
will promote the benefits of 
horticultural therapy on men¬ 
tal health, particularly with 
children and families. 

Miracle-Gro’s RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show garden aims to 
raise awareness of the scale of 
the problem - one in 10 chil¬ 
dren have a diagnosable men¬ 
tal health disorder.

T he cases of Cyber crime recently 
within the National Health Service 
has brought to light one of the most 
serious issues facing business - 
online crimes against business. 

The FSB is this week warning 
small businesses in the UK to 
take urgent steps to protect 
from a cyber ransomware 
attack this week, follow¬ 
ing specific concerns it 
has received from the 
National Cyber 

Security Centre. 

As well as following 
its cyber protection 
advice, we believe that 
smaller businesses 
should put in place spe¬ 
cific cyber protectioi 
insurance. 

It is vital that small busi 
nesses and the self-employed 
prioritise this, and that they do it 
sooner rather than later. 

These businesses have limited resources, 
time and expertise to deal with the current 
and growing cyber crime threat but there is 
specific assistance available. 

We advise small businesses to follow our 
guidance. 

FSB figures from 2016, show that on aver-

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age, a cyber crime incident costs a small 
business victim nearly £3,000, and takes 2.2 
days to recover from. 

A staggering seven million cyber crimes 
are committed against smaller businesses 
in the UK every year. That’s 19,000 every 
day. 

The risk of cyber crime attack is rising. 
Attackers are becoming more effective, 
whilst victims are becoming less able to 
discover attacks. 

Cyber crime is one of the fastest growing 
risks to small businesses, and one of the 
fastest growing areas of crime globally. 

The National Cyber Security Centre 
(NCSC) has warned us that there 
may be more cyber ransomware outbreaks. 

We are urging all small businesses to 
take steps to reduce the risk of an attack. 
Businesses should immediately check for 
updates to their operating systems and 
anti-malware software and download them 
where needed. 

We advise small firms to make 
sure their data is backed up - if 
the worst happens, data 
cannot then be held to ran¬ 
som. 

Small firms should 
also keep an eye on the 
NCSC website and 
Twitter feed to stay up 
to date with the latest 
advice. 

The FSB also works 
closely with the London 
Digital Security Centre 
which is a joint venture 
with the Metropolitan 
Police and City of London 
Police and specialists from pri¬ 
vate industry to help businesses to 
grow and innovate through improving 
their resilience to online threats and vul¬ 
nerabilities. 

We also recommend that small business¬ 
es and the self-employed make use of the 
expert cyber advice line offered to FSB 
members along with cyber protection 
insurance.

Y bu have to wonder what sort 
of individual leaks their 
own party’s manifesto, and 
to me it says one thing. 
Someone is very unhappy with 
Labour policies and Jeremy Corbyn 
as their leader, and if he can’t even 
unite his own party how will he unite 
our country? 

One of the biggest things that peo¬ 
ple are reacting to in Labour’s leaked 
manifesto is the plan to raise corpo¬ 
ration tax, saying that the additional 
funds in particular, could contribute 
to more school spending. 

This is a perfect example of cutting 
the nose off to spite the face. The rise 
in tax could be the difference between 
being able to afford to hire another 
member of staff or not. Labour poli¬ 
cies like putting extra funding into 
education through business taxation 
is useless when it would impact the 
creation of jobs for future genera¬ 
tions. 

To see results from their education 
pledge, Labour could raise the tax on 
business profits from the current rate 
of 19 per cent, to 26 per cent in 2020. 
This has been estimated to raise up to 
£19.4bn for the Government to spend 
on its proposed policies. 

Interestingly, in 2010, at a rate of 28 
per cent, corporation tax raised 
£43bn in revenue for the 
Government. If we were to follow 




Labour’s logic, you would assume 
that a reduced rate of corporation tax 
would result in less money. Well, not 
so much. Actually, the Government 
saw an increase of £6.7bn to £49.7bn 
when it was reduced to the current 
rate. Therefore, Corbyn might find it 
hard to find his £19bn if he was to 
stick the rate up. 

We need to look at the cold, hard 
facts. Of course education is impor¬ 
tant, but we need to discuss what the 
biggest rise in corporation tax in 
decades could have on busi¬ 
nesses. The Institute of 
Fiscal Studies has 
already noted the 
potential damage on 
the economy’s 
growth. 

It shouldn’t take a 
genius to figure out 
that when businesses 
do well, we’re making 
more money. But, 
rather than sharing in 
Labour’s view that we’re 
all pocketing the cash, entre¬ 
preneurs and business leaders 
more often than not use the money to 
reinvest in our companies. 

For example, at Pimlico Plumbers, 
we’ve had an amazing 12 months and 
because of this, I’ve embarked on a 
huge expansion project. I’m adding 
another storey to our headquarters 
which can facilitate 20 per cent head 
count growth, our recruitment drive 
is well under way to take on even 
more people and I’ve been able to 
introduce some great staff incentives 
such as our 24-hour gym. 

A rise in corporation tax could 
have stopped me from doing some of 
this. It would hit businesses big and 
small, which is tragic because despite 
the impending period of economic 
uncertainty on the horizon, at the 
moment it generally seems like busi¬ 
nesses are doing well. 
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The London Stock Exchange’s 
annual round-up of the 1,000 most 
dynamic small and medium-sized 
enterprises revealed that businesses 
are growing faster than ever. Overall 
the companies analysed had an annu¬ 
al expansion rate of 70 per cent, 
which has grown from 50 per cent a 
year ago. 

Xavier Rolet, chief executive of 
LSE, reiterated the importance of 
“doing all we can to support high 
growth potential businesses like 
these dynamic, entrepre- 
rial and ambitious 
usinesses”. Being 
smacked with a rise 
in tax is not the way 
to do it. 

According to the 
Financial Times, 
the UK has the low¬ 
est rate of corpora¬ 
tion tax in the G7. 
Countries such as 
the US, France and 
Germany have signifi¬ 
cantly higher rates and as 
a result, have opened offices in 
the UK, while reaping the benefits of 
our country’s lower tax. As I’ve said 
before, as a newly-independent coun¬ 
try, we should be doing all we can to 
attract companies from other coun¬ 
tries and make them see that we’re a 
great place to do business. Instead, 
we’ll have companies looking to set 
up and invest their money elsewhere. 

We have a nation of self-employed 
and five million small business own¬ 
ers that are defying the odds of Brexit 
forecasts, to secure a more prosper¬ 
ous future, only to have more doors 
potentially slammed in their faces. It 
is dangerous to think that the would- 
be leader of our country, Jeremy 
Corbyn, can’t see the bigger picture. 

His bargain bucket of shoddy 
Labour policies will impact badly on 
the many, as well as the few. 



A growing business: Gig economy 
branches out to London gardening 


The business buzzwords at the 
moment are “gig economy”, allow¬ 
ing people to access services easier 
than ever before and at far lower 
prices. 

It provides the promise of those 
offering the services to earn more, 
without being tied down to tradi¬ 
tional business contracts or hours. 

Now, in Britain at least and 
London especially, the gig economy 
is growing and even branching out 
to the gardening and horticultural 
sector. 

For sure, being relatively free and 
working “gigs”, as opposed to being 
tied down to an office desk for much 
of the day, may not be for everyone 
(with many people saying they 
would prefer not to work in such a 
sector). 

However, there is little doubt of 
rising consumer interest. 

This is evident in the enormous 
success of such gig economy compa¬ 


nies as ride-sharing firm Uber, food 
delivery service Deliveroo, accom¬ 
modation platform Airbnb and 
many more. Now, the idea is taking 
root in the garden. 

It is all about disrupting age-old 
ways of doing business by providing 
lots more convenience and lowering 
costs along the way, as Uber has 
done to the taxi industry and 
Airbnb to hotels. 

But it is also about helping people 
get what they want, in an instant - 
particularly services that have 
often been hard to find. 

Who among us knows where to 
get the best gardener they can lay 
their hands on? The likely answer is 
not many. 

Putting Down New-Venture 
Roots 

The gig economy for gardens in 
the UK is taking shape in the form of 
fastgardener. It’s a platform that 


was born out of frustrations in try¬ 
ing to find a good - or any - green¬ 
fingered professional in the first 
place. 

Not everyone, of course, needs a 
pro to look after their garden, but 
the hectic pace of modern family 
and work life means not everyone 
has the time to do the work them¬ 
selves. 

So how does a gardening platform 
work? And how can you use it to 
make your garden grow, or look 
after your horticulture needs? 

Those behind fastgardener - a 
group of young people with back¬ 
grounds in technology, finance and 
gardening - have designed a system 
that makes the entire process as 
quick and easy as possible. 

Just like Uber, the service is just a 
few taps away, as fastgardener is 
available as an iOS and Android 
app, as well as through their web¬ 
site. 


Among the garden maintenance 
services that fastgardener provides 
are the garden essentials of lawn 
mowing and hedge and shrub trim¬ 
ming. 

Planting, pruning and weeding 
are also taken care of, as is leaf and 
debris clearance from the area. 

Not just anyone will turn up to do 
all this, either, as the platform vets 
each applicant before accepting a 
new professional gardener to the 
service. 

A Growing Business 

The platform, which is currently 
enjoying success in the London gar¬ 
den sector, also allows people look¬ 
ing for some help with their 
horticultural needs to find someone 
to work on their fruit and vegetable 
patches. 

Payment is a set amount and is 
not made until customers have 
reviewed the work and are entirely

satisfied with it. 

The service gives 24 hours from 
the time a job is finished to inspect 
the result and provides a no-fee 
guarantee to those who are not 
happy. 

As for gardeners themselves, 
there is an opportunity to gain quite 
a lot of extra income - up to £800 and 
more per week, thanks to a surge in 
“gigs” available to them. 

The service offers free sign-up 
and leads, as well as a free subscrip¬ 
tion. fastgardener takes a cut of pay¬ 
ments, but only when the gardeners 
doing the work have been paid. 

Now there are no excuses to let 
your London garden overgrow, or to 
not have some professionally-grown 
vegetables. 

With a little help from modern 
technology and gardening profes¬ 
sionals, the ever-growing gig econo¬ 
my can now be seen having a 
positive effect on outdoor spaces.

It is not 
simply that the outcome will 
define our future relationship 
with the EU and the manner 
in which it is negotiated; but 
it will be held in the context 
of the phenomenon of fake 
news. 

In the past 12 months there 
has barely been a single 
global event - from the elec¬ 
tion of the President of the 
United States to an incident 
involving a gunman at a 
Washington pizzeria - that 
has not been infected by the 
suggestion that entirely fab¬ 
ricated information designed 


to deceive had been circu¬ 
lated indiscriminately via so¬ 
cial media. 

Fake news takes many 
forms and operates at several 
levels. At its most extreme 
and democratically destruc¬ 
tive, it comprises deliberately 
and maliciously contrived 
statements which are cyni¬ 
cally distributed in the guise 
of real news with the aim of 
deceiving for political or fi¬ 
nancial gain. 

More frequently, it is an 
unsubstantiated rumour in¬ 
discriminately posted on so¬ 
cial media sites which 
rapidly gains credence, to the 
distress of those featured in it 
and the alarm of all who read 
it. Repetition through shares 
and likes adds an undeserved 
authority. Comment, unla¬ 
belled as such, masquerades 
as truth; satire is confused 
with reality. Repeat a lie 
often enough and it becomes 
the truth, is a law of propa¬ 
ganda often attributed to the 
Nazi Joseph Goebbels. 

It is little surprise that 
major businesses - whose 
role is critical to jobs and the 
economic success on which 
we all depend - are increas¬ 


ingly shunning digital sites 
that have placed their adver¬ 
tisements alongside extrem¬ 
ist and offensive material. 

That would never happen 
within our print and digital 
pages. When you advertise

The great global social 
media conglomerates have 
been slow to respond and 
grudging to intervene. When 
they do, they give the impres¬ 
sion that their intercession is 
more favour than obligation. 
They sit outside all normal 
regulation that robustly 
holds traditional media to ac¬ 
count and they are often im¬ 
mune from actions for 
defamation or contempt. 

You would have thought 
politicians would have made 
the eradication of these hoax 
story sites a top priority, de¬ 
manding that the global in¬ 
ternet and social media 
giants must be made respon¬ 
sible for what they transmit. 

Instead, it is established 
newspapers and their web¬ 
sites which continue to be the 
political whipping boys, ex¬ 
pected to submit to the most 


rigorous regulation and the 
threat of the most pernicious 
and damaging regime of court 
costs on the planet while they 
seek to pursue honest, inves¬ 
tigative journalism in the 
public interest. 

Unlike social media and 
the major digital platforms, 
this newspaper and its web¬ 
site are accountable for every 
single word we publish. 

We have signed up to a 
comprehensive Editors’ Code 
of Practice - which even our 
detractors have imitated— 
and we and all our staff have 
contractually bound them¬ 
selves to its requirements.

Firms that advertise regularly 
do not merely benefit from that en¬ 
gaged and responsive readership - 
they are fundamental to ensuring 
that everyone can afford a copy 
and that quality journalism re¬ 
mains an intrinsic and essential 
part. 

They also know that their adver¬ 
tising is helping to support UK tax- 
paying companies. 

Without any advertising, many 
local newspapers are likely to cost 


up to three times as much as they 
currently do. That means a price of 
potentially several pounds per edi¬ 
tion, depending on the number of 
pages and the size of the editorial 
operation. 

Advertising has always sub¬ 
sidised that figure - and price rises

Lord Justice Leveson, in his in¬ 
quiry into the press, praised local 
and regional titles. His report de¬ 
scribed them as a much-valued and 
important part of the British press. 

“It is clear to me that local, high- 
quality and trusted newspapers are 
good for our communities, our 
identity and our democracy, and 
play an important social role.” 

According to Local Media 
Works, the local marketing arm of 
the News Media Association 
(NMA), local titles like this one col¬ 
lectively reach 40 million people 
across the UK. There are 1,000 local 
newspapers and 1,700 associated 
websites. 

Together they are the first port 
of call for 5.4 million people look¬ 
ing for a bargain. 

Most tellingly, according to re¬ 
search data provided by the cam¬ 
paign organisers, local media is the 
most trusted source of information 
and readers are more than twice as 
likely to act on ads in local media

than ads on TV and social media. 

The NMA, which represents 
local, regional, and national news- 
brands, this week praised the 
Fighting Fake News campaign 
launched by local titles across the 
UK. 

NMA deputy chief executive 
Lynne Anderson said: “News 
media publishers are the best de¬ 
fence against fake news because 
they invest in high-quality jour¬ 
nalism which readers can rely on. 
This, in turn, creates a highly- 
trusted and engaging environment 


which drives real action for com¬ 
mercial partners. 

“It is vital that we do everything 
we can to support original journal¬ 
ism and enable newspapers to con¬ 
tinue their proud tradition of 
robustly holding power to account 
through the campaigning and in¬ 
vestigative reporting which 
underpins democracy in this 
country.” 

Throughout the 19th century, 
there were ongoing battles against 
taxes on newspapers because they 
were seen as ‘taxes on knowledge’, 
until Chancellor of the Exchequer 
William Gladstone abolished all 
such duties. 

There are some who believe that 
as a result the press played a criti¬ 
cal role in the spread of trusted in¬ 
formation which was fundamental 
to social reform that we all take for 
granted.

Then you’ll love the new 
market stall in Lyric Square 
which helps autistic young 
adults learn vital life skills. 

Last September, 

Queensmill School began 
new classes for students 
aged 19 and over. 

They help autistic young 
adults prepare for the 
future, enabling them to 
learn skills such as manag¬ 


ing finances, working in a 
team and interacting with 
the public. 

Guided by the school’s 
award-winning chef, Lucio 
Pollie, the students bake 
delicious cakes and then sell 
them at the market every 
Thursday. 

“We wanted to give our 
young adults the opportuni¬ 
ty to be out in the local com¬ 
munity, to interact with 


people and to get a sense of 
how they can contribute to 
our local area,” said head¬ 
teacher Freddie Adu. 

“It’s an important oppor¬ 
tunity to show the communi¬ 
ty the good things we’re 
doing at the school and a 
great way of shaping our 
weekly curriculum, allow¬ 
ing them to use their skills 
in a real-life context. 

“We’re hugely grateful for 


the support Hammersmith 
and Fulham council gives us 
and for making this 
happen by giving us such a 
great location for our stall in 
the heart of the market.” 

The stall began trading for 
the first time recently, and 
the students are relishing 
the chance to sell their cre¬ 
ations and meet the public. 

“I enjoy it,” said 19-year- 
old William Hall. “I’m learn¬ 


ing about money and how to 
sell. I’m happy doing it and 
I’d like to work at a stall 
when I’m older.” 

The stall will be in the 
square every Thursday until 
mid-July, before returning 
in September. 

The school teaches autis¬ 
tic children and adults from 
the age of two and up and is 
based in Askham Road, 
White City.

West London has some of the friendliest neighbourhoods 
in the capital, according to a new survey. 

Hammersmith & Fulham and Kensington & Chelsea 
were found to be in the top five for keeping neighbourly 
arguments to a minimum and making a good impression. 

The survey, conducted by window blind maker Direct 
Blinds, gave H&F as the fourth friendliest borough in the 
capital, based on frequency of arguments of its residents. 

It was also perceived as the fourth friendliest on the 
basis of an opinion poll conducted among people in other 
boroughs in the capital. 

But Hammersmith and Fulham was also home to the 
most noise-based arguments in the capital, Kensington 
and Chelsea was the fifth friendliest - based on frequency 
of arguments, the data showed. 

But people from other boroughs declared it the 
second-friendliest in their own experience, the survey 
found. Kensington and Chelsea was home to the most 
children-based arguments in the capital 

The results of the survey also found: 

• 24 per cent of Kensington and Chelsea and Green¬ 
wich residents would introduce themselves to a new 
neighbour on the day they moved in, compared to only 4 
per cent of residents in Hammersmith 

• eight per cent of Kensington & Chelsea residents 
argue daily with neighbours, compared to none in 
Hammersmith and Fulham 

• a quarter of Londoners wouldn’t introduce 
themselves to a new neighbour 

• One in 10 argue with a neighbour at least once a 
month 

Noise complaints (22 per cent) are the biggest cause of 
arguments in the capital, followed by car parking (10 per 
cent) and bins (seven per cent) 

• 19 per cent of Londoners would introduce 
themselves to a new neighbour within a day, with 40 per 


cent doing so within a week 
There was a notable contrast between the perceptions 
and the actual friendliest boroughs - K&C was perceived 


as the second friendliest boroughs but the least 
argumentative areas, Barnet in the north of the capital and 
and Tower Hamlets in the east, came bottom of the 


opinion poll on friendliness. 

The research found that the more your home is worth, 
the lower the chance of arguments with your neighbours.

A £12m outpatient centre 
for cutting edge cancer care

She kept in touch with him for a year after 
she returned home to Walmer Road, Lad- 
broke Grove - and eventually she decided to 
cross return to the USA permanently to be 
with him. 

The betting shop manager, raised in Star 
Road, Fulham packed up all her worldly 
goods to head for the Big Apple in 2014. 

But within days of moving to the 
States,they believe she was sleeping rough 
on the streets of the Bronx, one of the rough¬ 
est boroughs in the whole country. 

She sent a message to her friends back in 
Fulham,which was delayed in reaching 
them. They’re are now desperate to trace 
her and have started a GoFundMe campaign 
to raise money to take her mum Jenny out to 


New York to find her and bring her home to 
Fulham. 

Childhood friend Becky Cutts, who runs 
Becky Blooms in North End Road Market, 
said: “We have all known her since we were 
in our teens. We were really, really close. 

“None of us heard from her when she 
went to the USA so we assumed everything 
was fine. 

“She used to be so proud of her appear¬ 
ance and her job. So to hear she was sleep¬ 
ing rough was a huge shock. 

“Her mum did not know what to do.” 

Her friends contacted charities, con¬ 
sulates and the British Embassy - but be¬ 
cause she had not committed a crime and 
they were not related, the authorities could 
not help. 

“Laverne is very vulnerable,” said Becky. 
“We are also aware she may need to see a 
doctor We cannot be sure she is even alive. 
We are sharing on Facebook and trying to 
communicate with people in New York who 
can get the message out that we want to try 
to bring her home. “We want her back here 
safe. I would appeal to anyone who knew 
her and even anyone who didn’t: If it was a 
member of your family, you would want to 
help.She was so lively herself and would 
help anyone she could when she was here. 

“She is the godmother to many of our 
children, because she used to be such a 
good influence. We hope it’s an happy end¬ 
ing.”

PETSURANCE 


My cat, Fanta, who is now 
15-years-old, keeps 
groaning at night. The noise 
keeps me awake at night 
so I have to keep him 
downstairs. What could be 
wrong? 

There are multiple reasons 
why your cat might be more 
vocal than he used to be. 
Because of his age, there’s a 
possibility Fanta could have a 
syndrome similar to dementia 
which is causing him 
confusion. Alternatively, Fanta 
may be suffering from a 
disease which is causing him 
pain or discomfort such as 
kidney disease, thyroid 
disease or a urinary tract 
infection, so it’s best to go to 
your vet to get Fanta 
examined. 

My white dog, Bella, loves 
sleeping lazing in the 
sunshine, but I’m worried 
that her skin may burn as 
the weather starts getting 
hotter. I don’t want to stop 
her going outside though, 
what should I do? 

Both dogs and cats with 
white fur are at higher risk of 


developing types of skin 
cancer in response to sun 
exposure, especially on their 
ear tips. To prevent burning 
you can buy pet-friendly sun 
screen, which you should 
apply to the top of Bella’s 
ears and any areas of thin fur. 
This is particularly important 
for English Bull Terriers, 
Dalmatians and white Boxers, 
for example, and sun block 
should be applied to exposed 
areas such as the ears and 
nose. If you’re unsure, speak 
with your vet for more advice. 

My rabbit, Orange, has an 
overgrown tooth. We try to 
help by giving her things to 
chew as well as hard fresh 
food but it doesn’t seem to 
be helping. What can we do 
to help her? 

Unfortunately, dental disease 
is common in rabbits. This is 
frequently a result of being 
fed an incorrect diet. Fresh, 
feeding hay should make up 
90 per cent of a rabbit’s diet, 
rather than fresh vegetables. 
Their teeth also don’t stop 
growing so they need to 
constantly graze on hay so 
their teeth don’t get too long. 


If this can’t happen their 
teeth can become too long 
and start to cause pain and 
discomfort. Rabbits can cope 
quite well with having teeth 
taken out, so if his overgrown 
tooth is going to cause him 
ongoing health problems, this 


may be the kindest thing.

T he new Canaletto 
exhibition at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace 

reunites two of the 
Venetian master’s 
greatest series of 
paintings for the first time in 
40 years. 

Canaletto and The Art of 
Venice opened at The Queen’s 
Gallery in Buckingham 
Palace last week. 

Drawn entirely from the 
Royal Collection the 
exhibition presents one of the 
most important collections of 
18th-century Venetian art in 
the world. 

The show features six 
views of Venice two painted 
by the Canaletto early in his 
career in the 1720s alongside 
his series of five Roman views 
from over 20 years later. The 
two sets which are among 
the artists finest works are 
displayed side-by-side for the 
first time in almost 40 years. 

Both sets were 
commissioned by Joseph 
Smith, the artist’s agent and 


the greatest patron of art in 
Venice at the time. 

The agent’s collection was 
bought almost in its entirety 
by George III in 1762 to fur¬ 
nish the newly purchased 
Buckingham House 

which later became Bucking¬ 
ham Palace. 

Canaletto was the son of a 
leading theatrical 

scene-painter and as a 
youngster he had travelled 
with his father to Rome to 
paint opera scenery. However 
he abandoned this role and 
began to paint and draw the 
city’s classical ruins. 

At the time, Rome was the 
high point of the Grand Tour 
of the European continent 
and Canaletto’s views were 
hugely popular with 
the tourists. 

The artists most famous 
views of the Grand Canal are 
also shown in the exhibition. 

The 12 precise and 
powerfully real paintings, 
dating from in the late 1720s, 
create a near-complete 


journey down the waterway. 

The works illuminate the 
quayside houses and 
workshops on the canal’s 
upper reaches, the bustling 
festivities around St Mark’s 
Square and ;provide a snap¬ 
shot of Venetian daily life. 

The exhibition includes six 
of Canaletto’s detailed pen 
and ink drawings of The 
Grand Canal. 

Among the 200 plus 
exhibits there is also work by 
Rosalba Carriera, whose 
pastels were highly prized by 
European collectors. 

On display together for the 
first time are Carriera’s 
personifications of the Four 
Seasons including the greatly 
admired female figure 
wrapped in furs for winter,

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Bluebird’s crispy duck 
and beef tartare 


S omething of a local 
institution, it seemed 
impossible to imag¬ 
ine Bluebird Chelsea 
could be improved. 
However, last year’s 
£2m refurbishment and intro¬ 
duction of new executive chef 
Liam Smith-Laing (formerly 
of Gordon Ramsay at Clar- 
idges, The Savoy Grill, 
Petrus) has taken the restau¬ 
rant to the next level. 

The revamped interior 
manages to create an ambi¬ 
ence of relaxed luxury, with 
comfortable leather ban¬ 
quette seating and multi¬ 
coloured carpets, teamed 
with indoor flora to rival Kew 
Gardens. 

Bringing the outdoors in¬ 
side cannot fail to create a 
cheerful atmosphere. Even in 
poor weather, the sun always 
shines at Bluebird Chelsea. 

Split into four parts, there 
is the cafe and courtyard, bar, 
food store, and restaurant, 
which I visited with a friend 
one rainy Sunday afternoon. 

Following the dining trend 
for multiple menus, there 
were no fewer than four to 
choose from, which can mean 
ordering takes a little longer 
but is at the same time a very 
flexible approach that takes 
into account every mood and 
palate fancy. 

There’s even a comprehen¬ 
sive vegan menu - not just a 
token dish with a vegan sym¬ 
bol next to it, which is as 
much as vegans can expect on 
the whole these days. 

The weekend brunch 
menu, which appeared to be 
available for most of the day, 
is £25 for two courses and £30 


for three. Almost swayed by 
my favourite breakfast dish 
of the moment, crushed avo¬ 
cado, sprouts, poached egg on 
sourdough, I decided to go 
light and began with smoked 
salmon, creme fraiche, fennel 
& lemon. A palate-cleansing 
starter that left behind a mild 
zing from the fennel. 

The starter menu is a good 
mix between healthy and per¬ 
fect for those trying to get or 
stay lean, with gluten free 
pancakes, a salad of mixed 
kale, almonds, white bal¬ 
samic vinegar, and those 
looking to treat themselves, 
with confit duck salad, which 
my friend sampled. 

Broccoli, frisee and maple 
dressing brought out the 
sweet undertone of the meat, 
which fell from the bone. 

Moving on to the main 
course, again there’s an em¬ 
phasis on health, with dishes 
such as the one I had, sweet 
potato hash, shitake, cavolo 
nero and poached egg. It de¬ 
lighted in terms of flavour but 
I was a little disappointed to 
find the potato chopped into 
small squares, rather than 
grated into a hash brown 
shape, which always affords a 
crispy finish, while heighten¬ 
ing its sweetness through a 
burnished crust. 

Steamed seabream, tomato 
and grape relish was a popu¬ 
lar choice judging by the ta¬ 
bles around me. And then 
there are the treat dishes, 
chicken caesar burger, avo¬ 
cado, and French fries, 
adding a dimension to ubiq¬ 
uitous beef burger, and the 
first time I’d seen this, 
braised pork belly, hipsi cab¬ 


bage and Mortaeu sausage, 
and Mafaldini pasta, beef 
ragu, with fontina cheese. 

This is a truly different 
menu with lots of scope for 
adventure, and one that’ll 
make you come back again 
and again. Given that it was a 
Sunday, there was one roast - 
aged beef sirloin, with all the 
traditional trimmings. The 
dessert menu didn’t do much 
for me personally but I’m 
sure many would find some¬ 
thing to hit their sweet spot: 
pain au chocolat, milk 
mousse & ice cream; salt 
caramel profiterole, pistachio 
ice cream; and baked molten 
chocolate, with white coffee 
ice cream to name but a few. 

The mid-week set lunch 
menu represents even better 
value, with two courses for 
£22, both feeding and educat¬ 
ing you with starters lie 
salmon ceviche, rice cracker 
and tobiko. Am I alone in 
never having heard of the lat¬ 
ter ingredient? I have subse¬ 
quently learned its Japanese 
fish roe. And there is no 
skimping on ingredients, as is 
often the way with set menus, 
with hearty mains like slow 
cooked suckling pig belly, 
celeriac puree, and roasted 
apple. 

It’s fair to say that all in all, 
Bluebird Chelsea should 
rightly retain its crown. It 
caters for all from cosy cou¬ 
plings on first dates, to 
brunch with girlfriends, fam¬ 
ily meals, and no doubt the 
mid-week corporate crowd.

Oscar nominated actor Woody 
Harrelson to arrive last Sunday evening. 

Yes, Woody, or to give him his proper 
name Woodrow Tracy “Woody” 
Harrelson - American actor, activist, 
playwright and now gaining a growing 
reputation for being a very talented direc¬ 
tor. 

The man from Texas, now living in 
Hawaii, who brought alive top films such 
as Natural Born Killers, White Men Can’t 
Jump and Zombieland, says he has now 
shed his bad boy image and is taking a 
more “sedate” direction. 

He might use the word sedate but 
Harrelson, now 55, continues to make an 
impact - this time with his film Lost In 
London, which was released earlier in the 
year. It already has had great reviews but 
he’s out and about promoting it and hold¬ 
ing Q&A sessions at independent picture- 
houses like this one. 

As I looked out over Greenwich, from 
my high position in the Picturehouse - I 
thought how he had made me laugh dur¬ 
ing my student days with his performanc- 


jK^es as the clueless bar- 
tender in the early 80s 
iconic American comedy 
w Cheers, and memories came 
flooding back of classic charac¬ 
ters such as Carla, Sam, Norm and 
Diane. 

Anyway enough of that, where the hell 
was Harrelson? He was already over 20 
minutes late and it was Sunday night. As 
I downed my third cappuccino and was 
tiring of the wonderful views Greenwich 
offered, the relative peace was suddenly 
broken as the cast and crew members - 
with Harrelson in the middle - bustled 
into the specially reserved area of bar. 

Harrelson, wearing a cap promoting 
the film, almost shuffled to the bar offer¬ 
ing drinks to the crew members. He took 
a cursory glance towards me and then 
ordered his beer. 

I was then ushered to the interview 
area and was firmly told I had 10 minutes. 
Then almost in a flash Harrelson came 
across saying: How ya doing bro?” 

We shook hands and I asked him if he 
had a chance to see Greenwich. 
“Unfortunately, no,” he said. 

I embarrassingly gushed out all the 
wonders of Greenwich, the National 
Maritime Museum, Cutty Sark, the Royal

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Observatory and the significance of 
the Meridian Line, and he became ani¬ 
mated and craned his neck out to see if 
he could spot any of these sights. 

And with his slurry American 
twang, he said “Wow bro - that’s just 
amazing.

“That night”, he said, “my life 
threatened to spiral out of control and 
I just wanted to get home but forces 
seemed to be conspiring against me 
and that’s what I explore in this film. 


“So I, suppose this film is of redemp¬ 
tion, a modern Wonderful Life, or per¬ 
haps people may view it as a Jimmy 
Brook type of film. Brooks made films 
like As Good As it Gets, and Terms of 
Endearment among many others. 
There is conflict which finally comes 
to a moving conclusion. 

“The challenges of filming live is 
getting the sound and light correct. We 
had to find rooftops to accommodate 
our antennaes. The whole thing was a 
real technical challenge and required 
technical wizardry. 

“I’ve always loved theatre and film 
and wanted to find the best way to 
merge the two. When I decided to 
shoot this is in real time I realised it 
wasn’t quite like true theatre because 
the one piece missing was a live audi¬ 
ence. 

“By broadcasting the film live as it 
is being shot I hope to truly blend the 
excitement of live theatre with the 
scale and scope of the film. 

“I can be an indecisive person but as 
a director I knew exactly what I want¬ 
ed, and with actors like Owen Wilson 
and Willie Nelson I was also pushed to 
get it right. 

“Owen is a good buddy of mine and 


his performance - as is Willy’s - is 
incredible. My days of having brushes 
with the boys in blue are well and 
truly over and a good night out now is 
a visit to the theatre and a good meal. 
My children will be over soon and 
they really enjoy being in London.” 

I was then suddenly told my time 
was up and he slowly got up and said: 
“It’s been great meeting you bro and 
thank you so much for putting me on 
the front page of your paper last week. 
There’s always a spare chair if you 
want to come to the Q&A.” 

However, enough was enough and I 
said my farewells, urging him to make 
sure he doesn’t miss out on 
Greenwich. He was certainly a good 
guy. 

And just before he moved away 
for the audience Q&A session he reas¬ 
suringly said that he still keeps in con¬ 
tact with Sam (Ted Danson), Norman 
(George Wendt) and Carla (Rhea 
Perlman), from his Cheers day. 

I left the Picturehouse bar - having 
felt momentarily I had been transport¬ 
ed back in time on to the set of the 
Cheers bar - humming the theme tune 
from the show Where Everybody 
Knows Your Name.

Terry: Til be back someday

John Terry has priced himself out of 
a move to Brighton and Hove Albion 
as he ended his illustrious Chelsea ca¬ 
reer on Sunday, but he vowed that one 
day he will return to Stamford Bridge. 

The Chelsea skipper ended his 22- 
year league career on a high lifting 
the Premier League trophy for a 
record fifth time. 

The Blues routed the already rele¬ 
gated Black Cats 5-1. 

But Terry, 36, who is conducting his 
own contract talks with prospective 
clubs is believed to have asked for 
about £100,000 per week from the 
newly-promoted South Coast new 
boys - and was given a short, sharp 
but polite “Thanks, but no thanks,” by 
way of a reply. 

Terry won’t be short of offers and 
the fact he is interested in joining The 
Seagulls suggests that he wants to 
stay in the Premier League and not 
take the family-disturbing move to 
China or the USA. 

Speaking after lifting the Premier 
League trophy, the former england in¬ 
ternational said: “This is one of the 
most difficult days of my life, 

“I’ve been very fortunate to work 
with some unbelievable players and 
managers in my career. I’m so grate¬ 
ful to every single one of you. Thank 
you. 

“We all have to thank (owner) Mr 
Roman Abramovich. I’d personally 
like to thank him. He’s put an awful 
lot of money into this club, but this 
man cares about this football club, 
from the U8s to the first-team. 

“He gives us the opportunity. On be¬ 
half of myself, the players and the sup¬ 
porters, thank you very much. 

“I’d like to thank my wife and my 
kids. The support you’ve given me is 
amazing. Thank you, I love you. 

“Lastly, you guys the fans, the best 
supporters in the world without a 
shadow of a doubt. You’ve given me 
everything from the age of 17 when I 
first started out. You picked me up 
when I was down, sung my name 
when I’ve had bad days and disap¬ 
pointed you as well. 

“Thank you will never ever be 
enough, but I’ll tell you what, I’ll be 
back here one day. I’m going to be sup¬ 
porting the players and the club from 
the bottom of my heart. Thank you so 
much, I love you all.” 

Terry left the pitch in unusual cir¬ 
cumstances - in the 26th minutes, a 
reference to his squad number. 


He was given a guard of honour 
from his teammates as he left the 
pitch to be replaced by Gary Cahill. 

A club spokesman confirmed that it 
was an agreement between Terry and 
head coach Antonio Conte. 

Sunderland manager David Moyes 
was also aware of the situation and 
did not object. 

Terry said: “Coming off after 26 
minutes wasn’t a plan, but negotiated 
with the manager. It’s more important 
that the players get sharp for the FA 
Cup final. 

“I’m going to have a few weeks off 
before deciding anything [about the 
future]. Every ex-player says play as 
long as you can, it is great advice. I 
want to play, that is why I have called 
it a day at Chelsea -1 didn’t want to 
stand in the way. 

“There are big characters in our 
changing room. Gary Cahill stepped 
in and took the armband, David Luiz 
is good as well, he’s matured since 
come back. Cesc Fabregas is a big 
character. I’m looking to them three 
to pull the dressing room on.” 

Chelsea still have one match left of 
the domestic season - the FA Cup final 
on Saturday against Arsenal at Wem¬ 
bley. 

And Conte has just six days to pre¬ 
pare his emotionally jaded side for 
one last Herculean effort. 

Of the game on Sunday where 
Chelsea recorded their 30th league 
win out of 38 matches, the Italian said: 
“There was a lot of emotion out there. 

“I think it’s great to finish the sea¬ 
son in this way, to celebrate a fantas¬ 
tic season. We won the league with 30 
wins which is very positive for us. We 
overcame a lot of difficult steps so we 
must be proud to celebrate with our 
fans and our families.” 

Explaining the substitution of 
Terry, Conte said: “It was very impor¬ 
tant to find the right solution to cele¬ 
brate a great champion and a legend 
of the club. He deserved to start the 
game and then to have the substitu¬ 
tion in the 26th minute. 

“He deserved this celebration be¬ 
cause he wrote his Chelsea history. I 
wish him and his family the best in 
the future. For me and the club it will 
be a great loss because he helped me a 
lot on and off the pitch this season. 
Now we must respect his decision. 

“I think this idea of my players (the 
guard of honour) was a great one, to 
recognise an important career and a 
legend of the club, one of the best de¬ 
fenders in the world. He deserved 
this.” 

Now Conte must focus on Arsenal 
and is unsure if his players can do it. 

“This is the danger,” he said. 

“To think that this season is fin¬ 
ished and if we win or lose it doesn’t 
change the situation. We must think 


as winners, not losers. It’s important 
to celebrate today and enjoy this mo¬ 
ment. 

“This season can become fantastic 
if we are able to win the FA Cup. We 
must find the right motivation be¬ 
cause the level is the same between 
ourselves and Arsenal. We lost 3-0 in 
the first game and then won 3-1 at 
home. Now we have the opportunity 
to play the third game. We must find 
the right fire in our soul to work very 
hard this week and feel this game. It’s 
a great opportunity to win the Double. 

“I tried to find the best solution for 
us to bring all my players in the right 
form and give more minutes to the 
players who need to play more, then I 
have a couple of days to decide the 
best starting 11. This season has 
showed when players came off the 
bench they were decisive for us. 
Against Sunderland Pedro and Michy 
Batshuayi came on and scored three 
goals. Michy scored at West 
Bromwich Albion and Cesc Fabregas 
came off the bench and scored against 
Watford. 

“If you ask me now who is the 
favourite I would say it’s Arsenal be¬ 
cause the only possibility they have to 
make it a good season is by winning 
the FA Cup. “The game will be very 
difficult, above all because after so 
many years they missed out on the 
Champions League. I’m not talking 


about the tactical game, I’m talking 
about motivation.” 

Win lose or draw on Saturday, the 
Blues will be having an open-top pa¬ 
rade on Sunday starting at noon at 
Stamford Bridge to celebrate another 
trophy-laden season. 

The U18s, who won three titles this 
season will have a bus of their own as 
well riding just behind the first 
team’s. 

Jody Morris’s side won the FA 
Youth Cup for the fourth time in a row 
as well as taking the U18 Premier 
League title and the southern section 
of the league. 

The parade will take in Fulham 
Road before turning into Hortensia 
Road, then the King’s Road and New 
King’s Road before ending up at Eel 
Brook Common.
